Claim 13 (Original): The method of claim 1 wherein the active agent is used 
to treat or enhance the treatment of tobacco and/or nicotine addiction. 

Claim 14 (Original): The method of claim 1 wherein the active agent is used 
to reduce the craving for tobacco and/or nicotine containing products. 

Claim 15 (Original): The method of claim 1 wherein the active agent is used 
to reduce the smoking and/or chewing of tobacco or nicotine-containing products. 
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Claim 16 (Original): The method of claim 1 wherein the active agent is 
administered to the patient three times a day. 

Claim 17 (Original): The method of claim 1 wherein the active agent is 
selected from the group consisting of a heterocyclic amine, a phenylazacycloalkane, and a 
cabergoline administered in a dose of about 0.01 mg/day to about 10.0 mg/day. 

Claim 18 (Original): The method of claim 17 wherein the active agent is 
selected from the group consisting of a heterocyclic amine, a phenylazacycloalkane, a 
cabergoline, and a cabergoline-type derivative administered in a dose of about 0.125 mg/day 
to about 6 mg/day. 

Claim 19 (Original): The method of claim 18 wherein the active agent is 
administered in an amount from about 0.375 mg/day to about 5 mg/day. 

Claim 20 (Original): The method of claim 19 wherein the active agent is 
administered in an amount from about 0.75 mg/day to about 4.5 mg/day. 

Claim 21 (Original): The method of claim 17 wherein an initial dose of active 
agent of about 0.125 mg/day administered to the patient three times a day is titrated to higher 
levels every five to seven days until therapeutic effect is achieved.
